To establish a new 
county with Staples as the county 
seat 
would 
certainly be 
a con­ 
venience to the people of several towns 
so far as location is concerned, but 
whether it would result in general 
good is another question.—Argus. 


Transportation and Market. 
Th© cost of the transportation of 
the product from the place where it 
is produced to the place where is 
consumed must be paid either by the 
producer or by the consumer,or it may 
be paid iu part by each. 
Transportation is, therefore, a tax, 
levied alike on the producer and the 
consumer as a consequence of their re­ 
moteness from each other. They can 
relieve themselves from the payment 
of this tax only by occupying nearer 
locations. 
And as the food-raiser can 
not move his farm to the neighbor­ 
hood of the mechanic, the mechanic 
must move his shop to the neighbor­ 
hood of the farm. Tho farmer and the 
mechanic will then each have a home 
market, and commerce will be no lon­ 
ger a tax-burden upon them. 
Interstate or international com­ 
merce is a tax-burden on those who ex­ 
change competitive products, for the 
payment of which neither producers 
nor consumers recieve an adequate 
compensation. 
Tho transportation tax that is paid 
by our producers in making mutual 
exchanges will continue to be paid un­ 
til the self-interest of the manufactur­ 
ers prompts them to remove to the 
agricultural districts, or until the 
farmers conclude to establish manu­ 
factures for themselves. 
International 
commerce that is 
confined to non-competitive products 
is not a tax, while a commerce in com­ 
petitive products is a tax-burden of 
great weight. 
We can relieve our­ 
selves of this burden by the levying ef 
such duties on competitive imports as 
will prevent their importation, thus, 
not only relieving ourselves frem tho 
payment of the transportation-tax, but 
giving our own people more continual 
employment at a higher rate of com­ 
pensation, and securing to our pro­ 
ducers of all vocations a higher stand­ 
ard of home life. 
Those of our producers who desire 
to bring about this condition of things 
will so cast their ballots as to secure 
protective legislation.—National Bul­ 
letin. 


Mtiscalouge Fishing 111 Gull Lake. 
The following article appears iu 
Sports and Amusements, a paper do- 
voted te the interests of sportsmen 
and published in Minneapolis: 
W. J. Dorniden, a wealthy S t Louis 
disciple of aDgling, arrived in Minne­ 
apolis last Saturday, and was joined 
on Monday br Allan Beatty, of the 
same city. They came up in this di­ 
rection for sport, and when they re­ 
turned last night from Gull lake, 
near Brainerd, tx)th gentlemen were 
ready to admit that there were no 
better fishing waters in their recollec 
tiou, than those of Minnesota. 
Gull 
livice is famous for its big pickerel and 
mufecalonge. 
The latter fish is not 
very plentiful in most Minnesota lakes, 
there being very few in large bodies 
of water. 
In Gull lake, though, the 
big fellows are plentiful, and Mr. 
Beatty brought back the jaws of a 
dozen that must have weighed be­ 
tween twelve and twenty pounds 
They related their experience as fol­ 
lows: 
“ We have had magnificent 
sport,” said Mr. Beatty, ‘ in fact, 1 
may say that 1 never had better in my 
life, and oortainiy Mr. Dorniden will 
support me, for he caught more fish 
than I did. 
On Tuesday morning we 
started out npioning. and at the very 
first cast Dorniden got a bass that 
weighed three pounds six ounces, 
dressed. I believe that in the four 
hours we were oilt, between five and 
seven o’clock, we must have got nine­ 
ty pounds of bass aud pickerel. 
I 
found the best bait for bass to be 
frogs. 
They bit splendidly on the 
frog bait, and pickerel took it just as 
freely. 
“ I am just a little conceited, so my 
friends tell me, about my ability to 
drop a fly within an inch or two of 
where I want to put it. 
I got the fly 
rod out up there, and tried no lees 
than twenty-four different artificial 
flies, but for some reason or other not 
a fish would rise to them. 
I saw a 
big bass come up once and sniff at a 
red bodied fly I had on, but he seemed 
to think the insect was beneath his 
notice, and with a twist of his tail and 
a you-can’t-fool-me-look, 
away he 
went 
“ The triumph of the trip, though, 
was the luck we had with muscalonge. 
The first ooe we oaught weighed only 
about six pounds and I thought he 
was a piekerel at first, until I got my 
eyes on the marking of him. Then I 
said to Dorniden, ithat fish is a mus­ 
calonge.’ 
‘Not much’ he said, ‘there 
are none here.’ 
It was not more than 
twenty minutes after that, that my 
heavy rod was doubled up like a wtl 
low stick. Did you ever feel the sen­ 
sation of helplessness that comes te a 
man when he hooks a fish that he 
knows is too heavy for his outfit? 
Well, I felt that big fellow going 
down deeper and deeper, and the 
only thing I was abie to do, was to 
give him all the line he wanted. It 
was six o’clock on Wednesday morn­ 
ing when I hooked that fish. 
We 
were a long way from anywhere, and 
the only thing I could do was to play 
him. 
He kept chasing me and the 
boat all over Gull lake until nearly 
ten o’clock, and then we only landed 
him by making a spear of a piece of 
the bottom boards of the boat 
Dor­ 
niden sharpened the stick and stuck 
it into him when I got him alongside. 
The immense fish succumbed to loss 
of blood and the ceaseless strain on 
his jaw. 
We landed him, and he 
weighed over eighteen pounds. 
The 
next day we used heavier line, and 
landed another one almost as large 
without much trouble.” 


Lite Sketch of Hon. D. B. Searle. 


J udge D. B. Searle was bora in 
Franklinville, N. Y.,fifty-two years ago 
June 4th last. He recei ved a com mon 
school education in his native town 
and then enlisted in the war of the 
rebellion, with the 74th New York in 
1861. 
He served two years in active 
service as a private, and was engaged 
in several battles. 
After coming out 
of the service of his country J udgo 
Searle studied law and graduated 
from the Columbian college at law, at 
Washington, D. C., in 1863, and was 
admitted to the supreme court of the 
United States. 
From 1863 to 1871 
Mr. Searle served as a clerk in the 
war department. 
In 1871 he moved 
to St. Cloud and entered upon the 
practice of his profession. 
He has 
been a resident of that place ever 
since. 
He was honored with the city 
attorneyship of St. Cloud for six years, 
was county attorney of Stearns coun­ 
ty for two years; he was elected by a 
majority of over 1,100 in that demo­ 
cratic stronghold. 
He was appointed 
United States district attorney by 
President Arthur, serving throughout 
Arthur’s administration and part of 
Cleveland’s, resigning to make room 
for his democratic successor. In Oc­ 
tober, 1887, he was appointed district 
judge of the seventh judicial district 
aud in 1888 was unanimously elected 
j j both parties to succeed himself on 
the bench and has ever since held this 
office. 
In 1875 J udge Searle wan 
united in marriage at St. Cloud with 
Miss Clarke, daughter of Hon. N. P. 
Clarke of St. Cloud. 
He has been 
identified with tho business interests 
of S t Cloud ever since he located 
there, and besides attending to the 
duties of his profession is engaged 
quite extensively in farming oper­ 
ations. 


An Outside View.

Knute Nelson earned his 
Bobriquet in congress, and as the 
“ Little Norwegian” he became known 
as one of the most level-headed men 
in the house.

Bull is as docile as a lamb. *He comes 
in decorated with ribboi s p.ml gar­ 
lands of flowers, and stands fierfectly 
still with his face towards the audi­ 
ence, while his charming young mis­ 
tress pats him on the head, smoothes 
his hair, and even moistens her fin­ 
gers and twists the hair on top of his 
head into funny little minature horns. 
Then there is a scene where hero and 
heroine make love under a jwach tree 
in bloom. 
The hero shakos the tree 
and kisses her amid a shower of roso 
tinted leaves. 
The audience likes 
this so well that they invariably want 
it repeated, so the hero kisses the girl 
again, and brings down another show­ 
er of fragraut blooms. A scene that 
appeals strongly to the motherly love 
of all women is where in the last act 
Mrs. Bascom undresses her beautiful 
little girl in full view of the audience, 
warms her little “ nightie” before the 
fire and puts it o d , and then tempo­ 
rarily covers the little one to sleep in 
a big easy rocking chair. 
The play 
is full of touches like these. 
It also 
contains 6ome very nonsensical horse 
play and farcical situations which 
have a tendency to please the rabble, 
and make the judicious grieve.

A fairly reliable time indicator, it

north star in every tw'enty-four 
hours, with tho two stars forming 
the outer elevation o f the bowl of 
the dipper pointing nearly directly 
to the polar star continuously; if, 
therefore, the position of the “ point­ 
ers” is taken at any given hour, say 
6 o'clock in the evening in winter 
time, and as soon as it is dark in the 
summer, the hours can thereafter be 
pretty accurately measured by the 
eye during the night. 
Frequent observations of position 
will have to be made at the given 
hour, as, owing to the constant 
changing of the earth's position in 
space, the ¡» osition of the “ pointers” 
in relation to one’s point of observa­ 
tion and the star also change. 
In 
this way observations taken during 
a year and impressed on the mind 
make a very fair time indicator of 
that part of celestial space.—New 
York Sun.

Mnscalouge Fishing in Gull Lake. 
The following article appears in 
Sports and Amusements, a paper de­ 
voted is the interests of sportsmen 
and published in Minneapolis: 
W. J. Domiden, a wealthy St. Louis 
disciple of angling, arrived in Minne­ 
apolis last Saturday, aud was joined 
on Monday by Allan Beatty, of the 
same city. They came up in this di­ 
rection for sport, and when they re­ 
turned last night from Gull lake, 
near Brainerd, both gentlemen were 
ready to admit that there were no 
better fishing waters in their recollec­ 
tion, than those of Minnesota. Gull 
lnire is famous for its big pickerel and 
mufecalonge. The latter fish is not 
very plentiful in most Minnesota lakes, 
there being very few in large bodies 
of water. In Gull lake, though, the 
big fellows are plentiful, and Mr. 
Beatty brought back the jaws of a 
dozen that must have weighed be­ 
tween twelve and twenty pounds 
They related their experience as fol­ 
lows: 
“We have had magnificent 
sport,” said Mr. Beatty, ‘ in fact, I 
may say that I never had better in my 
life, and oertainJy Mr. Dorniden will 
support me, for he caught more fish 
than I did. 
On Tuesday morning we 
started out spinning, and at the very 
first cast Domiden got a bass that 
weighed three pounds six ounces, 
dressed. I believe that in the four 
hours we were oat, between five and 
seven e’cloclG we must have got nine­ 
ty pounds of bass and pickerel. I 
found the best bait for bass to be 
frogs. They bit splendidly on the 
frog bait, and pickerel took it just as 
freely. 
“I am just a little conceited, so my 
friends tell me, about my ability to 
drop a fly within an inch or two of 
where I want to put it I got the fly 
rod out up there, and tried no less 
than twenty-four different artificial 
flies, but for some reason or other not 
a fish would rise to them. 
I saw a 
big bass come up once and sniff at a 
red bodied fly I had on, but beseemed 
to think the insect was beneath his 
notice, and with a twist of his tail and 
a you-can’t-fool-me-look, away he 
went 
“The triumph of the trip, though, 
was the luck we had with mnscalonge. 
The first one we oaught weighed only 
about six pounds and I thought he 
was a pickerel at first, until I got my 
eyes on tho marking of him. Then I 
said to Domiden, ‘that fish is a mas 
calonge.’ ‘Not much’ he said, ‘there 
are none here.’ It was not more than 
twenty minutes after that, that my 
heavy rod was doubled up like a wil­ 
low stick. Did you ever feel the sen­ 
sation of helplessness that comes to a 
man when he hooks a fish that he 
knows is too heavy for his outfit? 
Well, I felt that big fellow going 
down deeper and deeper, and the 
only thing I was able to do, was to 
give him all the line he wanted. It 
was six o’clock on Wednesday morn­ 
ing when I hooked that fish. 
We 
were a long way from anywhere, and 
the only thing I could do was to play 
him. He kept chasing me and the 
boat all over Gull lake until nearly 
ten o’clock, and then we only landed 
him by making a spear of a piece of 
the bottom boards of the boat Dor­ 
niden sharpened the stick and stuck 
it into him when I got him alongside. 
The immense fish succumbed to loss 
of blood and the ceaseless strain on 
his jaw. 
We landed him, and he 
weighed over eighteen pounds. The 
next day we used heavier line, and 
landed another one almost as large 
without much trouble.” 


The Mill Scene. 
The mill scene is not the only 
realistic feature of “Blue J eans.” The 
village brass band, called the Rising 
Sun Roarers, comes in for a large 
share of attention. They furnish live­ 
ly music, and the drum-major’s twirl­ 
ing of his baton is remarkably skillful 
and effective.

-He comes 
in decorated with ribbon and gar­ 
lands of flowers, and stands perfectly 
still with his face towards the audi­ 
ence, while his charming young mis­ 
tress pats him on the head, smoothes 
his hair, and even moistens her fin­ 
gers and twists the hair on top of his 
head into funny little minature horns. 
Then there is a scene where hero and 
heroine make love under a peach tree 
in bloom. The hero shakos tho tree 
and kisses her amid a shower of t o r o 
tinted leaves. 
The audience likes 
this so well that they invariably want 
it repeated, so the hero kisses tho girl 
again, and brings down another show­ 
er of fragraut blooms. A scone that 
appeals strongly to the motherly love 
of all women is where in the last act 
Mrs. Bascom undresses her beautiful 
little girl in full view of the audience, 
warms her little “nightie” before the 
fire and puts it on, and then tempo­ 
rarily covers the little one to sleep in 
a big easy rocking chair. The play 
is full of touches like these. It also 
contains 6ome very nonsensical horse 
play and farcical situations which 
have a tendency to please the rabble, 
and make the judicious grieve.

To establish a new 
county with Staples as the county 
seat 
would 
certainly be a con­ 
venience to the people of several towns 
so far as location is concerned, but 
whether it would result in general 
good is another question.—Argus. 


Transportation and Market. 
The cost of the transportation of 
the product from the place where it 
is produced to the place where is 
consumed must be paid either by the 
producer or by the consumer,or it may 
be paid in part by each. 
Transportation is, therefore, a tax, 
levied alike on the producer and the 
consumer as a consequence of their re­ 
moteness from each other. They can 
relieve themselves from the payment 
of this tax only by occupying nearer 
locations. 
And as the food-raiser can 
not move his farm to the neighbor­ 
hood of the mechanic, the mechanic 
must move his shop to the neighbor­ 
hood of th© farm. The farmer and the 
mechanic will then each have a home 
market, and commerce will be no lon­ 
ger a tax-burdon upon them. 
Interstate or international com­ 
merce is a tax-burden on those who ex­ 
change competitive products, for the 
payment of which neither producers 
nor consumers recieve an adequate 
compensation. 
Tho transportation tax that is paid 
by our producers in making mutual 
exchanges will continue to be paid un­ 
til the self-interest of the manufactur­ 
ers prom j its them to remove to the 
agricultural districts, or until the 
farmers conclude to establish manu­ 
factures for themselves. 
International commerce that is 
confined to non-competitive products 
is not a tax. while a commerce in com­ 
petitive products is a tax-burden of 
great weight. We can relieve our­ 
selves of this burden by the levying ef 
such duties on competitive imports as 
will prevent their importation, thus, 
not only relieving ourselves from tho 
payment of the transportation-tax, but 
giving our own people more continual 
employment at a higher rate of com­ 
pensation, and securing to our pro­ 
ducers of all vocations a higher stand­ 
ard of home life. 
Those of our producers who desire 
to bring about this condition of things 
will so cast their ballots as to secure 
protective legislation.—National Bul­ 
letin. 


Lite Sketeii of Hon. D. B. dearie. 


Judge D. B. Searle was bora in 
Franklinville, N. Y.,fifty-two years ago 
June 4th last. He received a common 
school education in his native town 
and then enlisted in the war of the 
rebellion, with the 74th New York in 
1861. He served two years in active 
service as a private, and was engaged 
in several battles. After coming out 
of the service of his country J udge 
Searle studied law and graduated 
from the Columbian college at law, at 
Washington, D. C., in 18G3, and was 
admitted to the supreme court of the 
United States. From 1863 to 1871 
Mr. Searle served as a clerk in the 
war department. In 1871 he moved 
to St Cloud and entered upon tho 
practice of his profession. He has 
been a resident of that place ever 
since. He was honored with the city 
attorneyship of St. Cloud for six years, 
was county attorney of Stearns coun­ 
ty for two years; he was elected by a 
majority of over 1,100 in that demo­ 
cratic stronghold. He was appointed 
United States district attorney by 
President Arthur, serving throughout 
Arthur’s administration and part of 
Cleveland’s, resigning to make room 
for his democratic successor. In Oc­ 
tober, 1887, be was appointed district 
judge of the seventh judicial district 
and in 1888 was unanimously elected 
by both parties to succeed himself on 
tho bench and has ever since hold this 
office. 
In 1875 Judge Searle was 
united in marriage at St. Cloud with 
Miss Clarke, daughter of Hon. N. P. 
Clarke of St. Cloud. He has been 
identified with tho business interests 
of St Cloud ever since he located 
there, and besides attending to the 
duties of his profession is engaged 
qnito extensively in farming oper­ 
ations.

Tho face piece is provided 
with a respiration indicator in the 
shape of a tiny feather, by which the 
respiration of a patient can be con­ 
stantly observed.

T ellin g the T im e o f N ight by th e “ D ipp er.” 
A fairly reliable time indicator, it 
is stated, can be found in the north­ 
ern skies on every cloudless night. 
As is generally known, the group of 
fixed stars called the “dipper” makes 
an apparent revolution around the 
north star in every twenty-four 
hours, with tho two stars forming 
the outer elevation of the bowl of 
the dipper pointing nearly directly 
to the polar star continuously; if, 
therefore, the position of the “point­ 
ers” is taken at any given hour, say 
6 o'clock in the evening in winter 
time, and as soon as it is dark in the 
summer, the hours can thereafter be 
pretty accurately measured by the 
eye during the night. 
Frequent observations of position 
will have to be made at the given 
hour, as, owing to the constant 
changing of the earth s position in 
space, the i>osition of the “pointers” 
in relation to one's point of observa­ 
tion and the star also change. In 
this way observations taken during 
a year and impressed on the m i n d 
make a very fair time indicator of 
that part of celestial space.— New 
York Sun. 


Fam ous W alls of A ntiquity. 
As builders of walled cities the As­ 
syrians and the Egyptians tower 
above the engineer architects of far 
more recent times. Such works as 
the walls of Lachish, of Babylon and 
of Nineveh have never even been 
planned within historical days. The 
site of many a once famous Egyptian 
city is now only to be traced by the 
line of mighty earth rampart which, 
when pierced by the picks and spades 
of the explorers, reveals masses of 
masonry so gigantic in their ruin 
that one can hardly estimate what 
their size must have been when per 
feet. 
By the side of them the fortifica­ 
tions of Paris, which but little more 
than twenty years ago withstood for

torical am i geographical writers of 
China it was bhang Lieug, Kart T s u ’s 
chief of com m and who undertook to 
construct the first public ro o d * in the 
flowery empire. 
th a t time it was 
alm o st im possible for the province of 
^flense to com m unicate w ith the cap­ 
ital. 
L icng took an arm y of lo ,g o o 
wofk-flien 
and 
cut 
great 
gorges 
throuufl the m ountains, filling up tne 
canons and valleys with tne debris 
from 
his 
excavations.

Tlie surest way to increase the pro­ 
fit from a given crop is to lower the 
post of production, rather than to 
look for a higher price, and the surest 
way to lower the cost of production is

The value of alm ost any crop 
depends, first of all, upon its produc­ 
tiveness, for there is expense in grow­ 
ing any of them, and more expense 
in growing the more valuable ones 
than in growing those which sell for 
less money, hut neither elnss will re­ 
pay expenses without a fairly good 
yield, and the better the yie'd the bet­ 
ter the profit-. 
Productiveness de­ 
pends on good seed, fertility and na­ 
ture of I he soil, mode of cultivation 
and sufficiency of moisture. 
Have all 
these well under control and you have 
the key to profitable agriculture.—In­ 
diana Farm er.

Experts are predicting 
th at the 
books of to day will fall to pieces be­ 
fore tile end of half a century, ^’ho 
paper iii (he hooks th at hav£ sur­ 
vived two or three centuries yr a s 
made by hand, of honest rags, and 
without the use of strong chemicals, 
while the ink was made of nut-galls. 
To day much of the paper for books 
is made, at least in part, of wood 
pulp, treated with 
powerful acids, 
while the ink is a compound of 
various substances naturally at war 
with the flimsy paper upon which it is 
laid. 
Tile printing of two centuries ago, 
has improved with age; that of to day, 
it is feared, will, within fifty years, 
have eaten its way lh co ugh the pages 
upon which it is impressed.

Blueb erry Veterans. 


The St. Paul Glob e says: 
The 
memb ers of the state executiv e and 
the state militia who participated in 
quieting the uprising of the Indians 
at Brainerd, July 25,1872, held a re­ 
union at the Metropolitan hotel, un­ 
der the name of the reunion of the 
Blueb erry war. The occasion was the 
lynching of two half-b reeds, who had 
murdered Mary McArthur. The half- 
b reeds wore hung to a limb of a pine 
tree m the streets of Brainerd wnich 
was then a frontier town. The In 
dians threatened an uprising to av enge 
the death of the half-b reed. 
The 
sheriff of Crow Wing county appealed 
to Gov . Austin for protection, and he 
ordered Companies A, B and Dof the 
state guards to the rescue. The re­ 
union last night was gotten np fer 
the participants in the ev ent, which 
happily resulted in no fighting. There 
was a goodly company gathered to 
participate in the reunion. The din­ 
ing room at the Metropolitan was 
decorated with flowers and pilots, 
the First regiment flag and a stand of 
musket?. used on the occasion. One 
or two of the gray uniforms used at 
that time also were exhib ited. An 
appetising menu was serv ed, while 
the ex-soldiers recounted incidents of 
the past twenty years or talked of the 
ev ents of the war that was named, as 
Lieut. Cochran said, b y the newspaper 
reporters. 
He said no Indians were 
seen b y the guards, except a few 
squaws, who came inte the town to 
sell b lueb erries. He regretted that 
he had not earned (he right to wear 
the b lue or the b ronze b utton, b ut 
was proud of his experience in the 
Blueb erry war. 
He mentioned the 
scenes of camp life, and how he had 
to send orderlies to the danco houses 
lo get enough men to stand guard, 
nnd how tb<* guard house was fre­ 
quently emptied b y means of a key to 
he b ack door that one of the soldiers 
kept ready to release the men placed 
therein. He spoke of the tame skunk 
that was chained to a tent pole aud of 
oth^r incidents of the camp. A num­ 
b er of pictures were exhib ited, among 
them a photograph of the two half- 
b reeds hangii.g to ft pine treo in the 
street of Brainerd.

Blueberry Veterans. 
The St. Paul Globe says: 
The 
members of the state executive and 
the state militia who participated in 
quieting the uprising of the Indians 
at Brainerd, July 26,1872, held a re­ 
union at the Metropolitan hotel, un­ 
der the name of the reunion of the 
Blueberry war. The occasion was the 
lynching of two half-breeds, who had 
murdered Mary McArthur. The half- 
breeds were hung to a limb of a pine 
tree in the streets of Brainerd which 
was then a frontier town. The In­ 
dians threatened an uprising to avenge 
the death of the balf-breed. 
The 
sheriff of Crow Wing county appealed 
to Gov. Austin for protection, and he 
ordered Companies A, B and Dof the 
state guards to the rescue. The re­ 
union last night was gotten up far 
the participants in the event, which 
happily resulted in no fighting. There 
was a goodly company gathered to 
participate in the reunion. The din­ 
ing room at the Metropolitan was 
decorated with flowers and plants, 
the First regiment flag and a stand of 
musket?, used on the occasion. One 
or two of the gray uniforms used at 
that time also were exhibited. An 
appetising menu was served, while 
the ex-soldiers recounted incidents of 
the past twenty years or talked of the 
events of the war that was named, as 
Lieut. Cochran said, by the newspaper 
reporters. 
He said no Indians were 
seen by the guards, except a few 
squaws, who came into the town to 
sell blueberries. He regretted that 
he had not earned the right to wear 
the blue or the bronze button, but 
was proud of his experience in the 
Blueberry war. 
He mentioned the 
scenes of camp life, and how he had 
to send orderlies to the danco houses 
lo get enough men to stand guard, 
sud how th<* guard house was fre­ 
quently emptied by means of a key to 
.he back door that one of the soldiers 
!o‘pt ready to release the men placed 
therein. Ile spoke of tho tame skunk 
that was chained to a tent pole and of 
oth^r incidents of the camp. A num­ 
ber of pictures were exhibited, among 
them a photograph of the two half- 
breeds hanging to a pine tree in tho 
street of Brainerd. 


Drowned While Battling. 


News was brought into the city on 
Monday morning that Jack Donahue 
had been drowned rn Hubert lake on 
Sunday afternoon but that his body 
had not been recovered. 
Coroner 
Bain was requested to go to tho scene 
by A. Lessard, for whom the victim 
had been working in a tie oamp, and 
after several hours dragging his body 
was found at the bottom of the lake 
in abont fifteen feet of water. An in­ 
quest was not necessary, and the body 
was brought into the city and buried 
It seems that on Sunday afternoon 
Donahue told some of his fellow work­ 
men that he was going to the lake for 
a bath and solicited them to go along 
but owing to the extreme heat they 
declined and he went alone. As he 
did not return a search was made for 
him but nothing coaid be found 
cepting his clothing which was on 
log near the water. He was 30 years 
of ago, unmarried, and his relatives 
live somewhere in Michigan.

Gull 
livke is famous for its big pickerel and 
mufecalonge. 
The latter fish is not 
very plentiful in most Minnesota lakes, 
there being very few in large bodies 
of water. 
In Gull lake, though, the 
big fellows are plentiful, and Mr. 
Beatty brought back the jaws of a 
dozen that must have weighed be­ 
tween twelve and twenty pounds 
They related their experience as fol­ 
lows: 
“ We have had magnificent 
sport,” said Mr. Beatty, ‘ in fact, 1 
may say that 1 never had better in my 
life, and rtertainJy Mr. Dorniden will 
support me, for he caught more fish 
than I did. 
On Tuesday morning we 
started out ©pinning, and at the very 
first cast Dorniden got a bass that 
weighed three pounds bix ounces, 
dressed. I believe that in the four 
hours we were oxlt, between five and 
seven o’clock, we must have got nine­ 
ty pounds of bass and pickerel. 
I 
found the best bait for bass to be 
frogs. 
They bit splendidly on the 
frog bait, and pickerel took it just as 
freely. 
“I am just a little conceited, so my 
friends tell me, about my ability to 
drop a fly within an inch or two of 
where I want to put it. 
I got the fly 
rod out up there, and tried no less 
than twenty-four different artificial 
Jiies, but for some reason or other not 
a fish would rise to them. 
I saw a 
big bass come up once and aniff at a 
red bodied fly I had on, but he seemed 
to think the insect was beneath his 
notice, and with a twist of his tail and 
a you-can’t-fool-me-look, 
away 
he 
went 
“The triumph of the trip, though, 
was the luck we had with muscalonge. 
The first one we caught weighed only 
about six pounds and I thought he 
was a pickerel at first, until I got my 
eyes on the marking of him. Then I 
said to Dorniden, That fish is a mus­ 
calonge.’ 
‘Not much’ he said, ‘there 
are none here.’ 
It was not more than 
twenty minutes after that, that my 
heavy rod was doubled up like a wil­ 
low stick. 
Did you ever feel the sen­ 
sation of helplessness that comes to a 
man when he hooks a fish that he 
knows is too heavy for his outfit? 
Well, I felt that big fellow going 
down deejxer and deeper, and the 
only thing I was able to do, was to 
give him all the line he wanted. 
It 
was six o’clock oa Wednesday morn­ 
ing when I hooked that fish. 
We 
were a long way from anywhere, and 
the only thing I could do was to play 
him. 
He kept chasing me and the 
boat all over Gull lake until nearly 
ten o’clock, and then we only landed 
him by making a spear of a piece of 
the bottom boards of the boat 
Dor­ 
niden sharpened the stick and stuck 
it into him when I got him alongsido. 
The immense fish succumbed to loss 
of blood and the ceaseless strain on 
his jaw. 
We landed him, and he 
weighed over eighteen pounds. 
The 
next day we used heavier line, and 
landed another one almost as large 
without much trouble.”

Transportation and Market. 
Tho cost of tho transportation of 
the product from the place where it 
is produced to the place where is 
consumed must be paid either by the 
producer or by the consumer,or it may 
be paid in part by each. 
Transportation is, therefore, a tax, 
levied alike on the producer and the 
consumer as a consequence of their re­ 
moteness from each other. They can 
relieve themselves from the payment 
of this tax only by occupying nearer 
locations. 
And as the food-raiser can 
not move his farm to the neighbor­ 
hood of the mechanic, the mechanic 
must move his shop to the neighbor­ 
hood of the farm. Tho farmer and the 
mechanic will then each have a home 
market, and commerce will be no lon­ 
ger a tax-burden upon them. 
Interstate or 
international com­ 
merce is a tax-burden on those who ex­ 
change competitive products, for tho 
payment of which neither producers 
nor consumers recieve an adequate 
compensation. 
The transportation tax that is paid 
by our producers in making mutual 
exchanges will continue to be paid un­ 
til the self-interest of the manufactur 
ers prompts them to remove to the 
agricultural districts, or until the 
farmers conclude to establish manu­ 
factures for themselves. 
International 
commerce 
that is 
confined to non-competitive products 
is not a tax, while a commerce in com­ 
petitive products is a tax-burden of 
great weight. 
We can relieve our 
selves of this burden by the levying ef 
such duties on competitive imports as 
will prevent their importation, thus, 
not only relieving ourselves from the 
payment of the transportation-tax, but 
giving our own people more continual 
employment at a higher rate of com 
pensation, and securing to our pro 
ducers of all vocations a higher stand 
ard of home life. 
Those of our producers who desire 
to bring about this condition of things 
will so cast their ballots as to secure 
protective legislation.—National Bul­ 
letin, 


Lite Sketch of ilon. D. B. Searle. 


Judge D. B. Searle was born in 
Franklinville, N. Y.,tifty-two years ago 
June 4th last. He received a common 
school education in his native town 
and then enlisted in the war of the 
rebellion, with the 74th New York in 
1861. 
He served two years in active 
service as a private, and was engaged 
in several battles. 
After coming out 
of the service of his country J ndge 
Searle studied law and graduated 
from the Columbian college at law, at 
Washington, D. C., in 1863, and was 
admitted to the supreme court of the 
United States. 
From 1863 to 1871 
Mr. Searle served as a clerk in the 
war department. 
In 1871 he moved 
to St. Cloud and entered upon tho 
practice of hia profession. 
He has 
been a resident of that place ever 
since. 
He was honored with the city 
attorneyship of St. Cloud for six years, 
was county attorney of Steams coun­ 
ty for two years; he was elected by a 
majority of over 1,100 in that demo­ 
cratic stronghold. 
He was appointed 
United States district attorney by 
President Arthur, serving throughout 
Arthur’s administration and part of 
Cleveland’s, resigning to make room 
for his democratic successor. 
In Oc­ 
tober, 1887, be was appointed district 
judge of the seventh judicial district 
and in 1888 was unanimously elected 
by both parties to succeed himself on 
the bench and has ever since held this 
office. 
In 1875 Judge Searle was 
united in marriage at St. Cloud with 
Miss Clarke, daughter of Hon. N. P.

He has been

T ellin g t h e T im e o f N ight by the “ D ipp er.” 
A fairly reliable time indicator, it 
is stated, can be found in the north­ 
ern skies on ever}’ cloudless night. 
As is generally known, the group of 
fixed stars called the “dipper” makes 
an apparent revolution around the 
north star in every twenty four 
hours, with tho two stars forming 
the outer elevation of the bowl of 
the dipper pointing nearly directly 
to the polar star continuously; if, 
therefore, the position of the “point­ 
ers” is taken at any given hour, say 
G o'clock in the evening in winter 
time, and as soon as it is dark in the 
summer, the hours can thereafter be 
pretty accurately measured by the 
eye during the night. 
Frequent observations of position 
will have to be made at the given 
hour, as, owing to the constant 
changing of the earth’s position in 
space, the jtosition of the “pointers” 
in relation to one's point of observa­ 
tion and the star also change. 
In 
this way observations taken during 
a year and impressed on the mind 
make a very fair time indicator of 
th at part of celestial space.—New 
York Sun.

CONSTANCY REWARDED. 


X the inland town 
of Bandon, Ire­ 
land, 
dwelt 
a 
poor 
mechanic 
named Moriarty. 
IDs 
daughter 
and 
child 
Eve-' 
leen,though hard- 
worked and poor­ 
ly dressed, was 
considered 
a 
beauty. She had 
a kind word and a winning smile for 
all, and was ever ready to share her 
scanty meals with the starving pe*is- 
anta who resided near them. 
So much loveliness did not ‘blush 
unseen,” 
and numerous were the 
aspirants for the hand of the fair 
Eveleen, who had just completed her 
eighteenth year. 
To her many admirers Eveleen 
played the deaf adder. One alone she 
favored—young Kory O’Keeffe, the 
Village carpenter, a highly industrious 
and well educated young man, who 
Was approved bj' her parents. 
Rory had 
a 
malicious rival in 
Donald McCarthy, who was desper­ 
ately in love with Eveleen, but who 
could never succeed in gaining even a 
smile from her. 
Donald was of a sour, vindictive 
disposition, which gained for him the 
sobriquet of the “boddach.” 
Ireland was a t th a t time steeped in 
poverty and wretchedness. The in­ 
justice and misrule of England had 
nearly exterminated the people, had 
imprisoned and helped to break the 
heart of the great liberator; Daniel 
O’Connel. 
By working hard all the year round, 
living on potatoes, the poor Irish 
peasant could barely' ward off sta rv a ­ 
tion. 
Should he make improvements on 
the barren soil, his rent would be im­ 
mediately raised by a cruel landlord, 
without giving compensation for his 
improvements. 
I nfortunate Ireland was in a deplo­ 
rable-state, as the ill-starred rebellion 
of 1848 had made her condition al­ 
most hopeless. 
For years after this rebellion, G o v ­ 
ernment officials wore very vigilant in 
the Green Isle, ever on the watch for 
treasonous actions on the p art of Ire­ 
land’s patriots. 
About the close of February, 1880, 
it was rumored th a t the Prince of 
Wales had offended his royal mother, 
Queen Victoria, by carrying on a se ri­ 
ous flirtation in her own household. 
The Queen, in order to remove the 
young prince from temptation, order­ 
ed him and his private tutor, 
Mr. 
Gibbs, to make the tour of Ireland. 
Every one in Bandon was interested, 
wondering if the prince would visit 
their town.

In the general progress that has been 
made in the well-being of the people, the 
agricultural 
population 
has participat­ 
ed in a way that has not distinctly come to 
light until some of the census results of 
farm ownership in ten counties in Kansas, 
ten in Ohio, in Illinois and Maine were 
made known. 
An important disclosure of this investi­ 
gation is the drilt ot farm laborers into 
farm tenancy. 
In the ten counties in Kansas it seems 
that the proportion of hired larms in 1880 
was 13.13 per cent., and that the proportion 
of farm-hiring families in 18 >0 was 33 25 
]>ereent.; in the ten Ohio counties the per­ 
centage of 1 iire«t larms iu 1880 was 21.90 per. 
cent, and of larm-hiring families in 1890, 
37,10; in Illinois, 31.38 per cent, in 188o, 
and 30 43 per cent, in 1890; in Maine, 4 32 
i*er cent, in 1880, and 7.02 per cent, in 1K9U. 
in other words, where, as in 1880. it^wa- 
more the custom for farmers to hire "men 
as laborers, at monthly wages lo work on 
their larms, in 1890 it. was more the custom 
for the owners to set aside 
jwirtions of 
the 
farms 
for 
letting 
to 
tenant 
farmers, who had previously been farm 
laborers 
at 
moatiily 
waxes. 
Nothing 
marks the hopefuineas of American life 
more 
strongly 
than 
this 
upward 
tendency of the agricultural classes. The 
question lias been raised, with somewhat 
gloomy forebodings, whether conditions 
in this country were not creating a per­ 
manent agricultural pea>antry; blit it muy 
be concluded, if the figures lor the whole- 
country are comparatively similar to these, 
that the agricultural laboring population 
is not permanently tixed iu its position, 
but is rising Irom a condition of employ­ 
ment to one of independent labor, with a 
qualified proprietorship in the soil. 
In the-e states it is well known that 
farmers are realizing that they have been 
poorly cultivating too much land, and 
they have let portions of their larms to 
tenants in order that the laud might lie 
better tilled. Tills subdivision ol proprie­ 
torship in farms is one of the happy signs 
of the times, since it increases the number 
of those who are more permanently and 
intimately interested in tlie soil in place 
oi those who have hud hut a transient and 
uncertain interest. 
In this upward movement of the agri­ 
cultural population not the agricultural 
laborers alone are benefited; it is shared 
also by the agricultural tenants. 
No soon­ 
er does a tenant accumulate a little prop­ 
erty than he finds it easy to buy a farm, 
partly by means of a mortgage. This much- 
abased 
legal 
instiiiment is one of the 
farmer's best friends, because by means ot 
it he has acquired the proprietorship of 
broad acres without having lo wait until, 
he could accumulate property enough to 
pay for them at the time of purchase. 
It is >hown by the mortgage statistics of 
the census that generally iroin two-thirds to 
three-tom ths ol the r<al estate mortgage 
debt was incurred to secure the port-base 
money ol the real e-(ate and to enable the 
owners to make impioveiueuts. 
Thus ttie 
mortgage has enabled him to reach out 
into the future aiul anticipate many en­ 
during enjoyments without having to wait 
until they could he earned. 
All this show’s how easy it is tor a man in 
this country to grow from a farm laborer 
to a farm owner, the first easy *dep being 
the hiring ol a farm, and tin* second one 
the making of the mortgage that helps to 
vest him with ownership. 
The census statistics show that but 42.98 
per cent, ol the farms in these ten counties 
in Kansas were subject to mortgage; but 
12-42 per cent, in ten Ohio counties, 
hut 
20 41 j>er cent, iu the whole state ol Maine; 
and but 24 14 percent, in the whole -talc of 
Illinois. 
This will be surprising informa­ 
tion to those who have been led to believe 
that mortgages ara»the principal farm crop. 
Furthermore, it appears that the larm* that 
are subject to mortgage are worth not only 
enough to pay the indebtedness, l»ut al­ 
most three times the amount of the indebt­ 
edness that incumbers them. 
The exact proportion of the value o ! the 
mortgaged farms represente I by the indebt­ 
edness on them in the ten Kama- eounti* 
is 37.9b j*er cent., and the valuation that is 
accej: ;te<i by the Census Office was made by 
the farmers themselves; iu the ten Ohio 
counties, 30.97 per cent.; in Maine. 30G8 |K.-r 
cent. 
The entire substance of the “calamity 
howl” evaporate- under the rays of tho-e 
census figures. The burden that the mort­ 
gage is to the farmer has been vast y exag­ 
gerates!, and when represented in cold fig­ 
ures is really insignificant in proportion to 
Ji is iarm products and the increase ot his 
fgrin -tocK. The average value of the mort­ 
gaged farms iu the ten Kan-it* counties i, 
33.004; in the ten Ohio countie-, #3,-1*, in 
if aine, #1.4.50, ami on each of the larm* in 
the ten Kansas counties there is an aver­ 
age indebtedness of $ 1;402, bearing an 
average rate of interest of 8 12 j»er cent.; in 
the ten Ohio counties an average lurm debt 
pf #1,422, bearing interest at b 8.5 |**r cent.; 
and in Maine an average farm debt of $.'*-’>2 
bearing interest at b,2b per cent. Thi<* 
make* an average annual interest charge 
of $101 on each on mortgaged (arm in the 
ten Kansas counties; of .*97 iu the ten Ohio 
Counties, and of $33 in Mame. 
The owner 
of a mortgaged farm in Kan-a* and Ohio 
merely needs to raise a colt every year iu 
order to carry the ntere-t charge iu his 
larm, while iu Maine he needs to do noth­ 
ing more than to rai-e a calf. 
The general confidence in the perma­ 
nency of farm value- in Kan-a.-, where the 
farmers are making (lie loudest outcry, is 
revealed 
by 
a 
comparison 
of 
tbe 
late ol interest on farm mortgages with 
the rate o: interest borne by mor;g«ge* on 
tiomes in towns. 
While the average rate 
ol interest on the larm inortgag s is 8 12 
per cent, in the len counties, the average 
fate on home mortgage in the same coun­ 
ties is 8.b9 |»er cent., or more than I of 1 
pgr cent, greater than thjj farm rate 
While it may he true, a- stated in the 
platform of the Democratic party, that 
there is a per capita led estate mort­ 
gage indebtedness of $10.5 in Kan-a*, yet 
there are about #7 of wealth in the -tat*- to 
pay ea< h dollar oT thi* indebtedne-*.

than in 1890. A dividend of 235 
francs was declared upon each bond 
of the par value of 500 francs. The 
bonds to-day are quoted a t 2300 
francs. The directors also decide to 
add 100,000 francs to the pension 
fund for the 1100 officials connected 
in various ways with the bank, says 
the New York Tribune. 
Prince Roland Bonaparte, formerly 
one of the principal owners of the 
Monte Carlo stock, has now with­ 
drawn from the company. It will be 
remembered th a t the Prince married 
a daughter of M. Blanc. At her death 
he sold the stock which he had received 
by her will. 
He also desired a( tliat 
time to dispose of the 10,500 shares 
which went by will to his daughter. 
The guardians of tbe young woman, 
however, succeedjetl in preventing the 
sale until a short ]time ago, when the 
Prince secured the privilege of dispos­ 
ing of tfiem. The sale amounted to 
40,000,000 francs. 
BaronCamilio Blanc and Prince Rad* 
ziwill; the chief stockholders, purchas­ 
ed most of the stock formerly held by 
Bonaparte, so th a t they now p ar­ 
ticularly own the place. M. Bon- 
nund.

Su-pension bridges which were built 
in the time of tlie I fan dynasty (220 
B. 
to 220 A. If. are still stand ng, 
Striking examples of early oriental 
engineering skill. 
According to his­ 
torical and geographical writers of 
China it was Sfiapg Lieug, Kan Tsu’s 
chief of command who undertook to 
construct the first public voadu in the 
flowery empire- 
\ i th a t time it was 
almost impossible for the province or 
bfienae to communicate with the cap­ 
ital. Lieng took an army of 10,GOO 
wovk-pien 
and 
cut 
great gorges 
through tfie mountains, filling up tne 
canons and valleys with tne debris 
from 
his 
excavations. 
At 
places 
w here deep gor e* were traversed by 
large and rapid flowing streams he 
actually 
carried out his j Inn of 
throwing suspension bridges stretch­ 
ing from one slo; e to the other, 
These 
crossings, 
appropriately 
styled “flying bridges” by the Chinese 
writers, are high and dangerous look­ 
ing in the extreme. At the present 
day a bridge may stiii be seen in 
Haenso which is 400 feet long and is 
stretched over a chasm more than a 
thousand feet deep. 
How those early 
engineers erected such a structure with 
the tooi.s and appliances a t their 
command is a mystery to the Omaha 
W orld !lern d. Most ancient Chinese 
bridges 
are 
only w <ie enough to 
admit of the passage of two mounted 
men, railings on either side serving to 
insure tlie travelers safely. 
It is 
thought highly probable th a t the 
missionaries who first reported on 
tlie early suspension bridges of China 
and who, of course, gave some idea of 
their plan of construction, were really 
the cause of th a t unique species of

Blueberry Yeterans. 


The St. Paul Globe says: 
The 
members of the state executive and 
the state militia who participated in 
quieting the uprising of the Indians 
at Brainerd, July 25, 1872, held a re­ 
union at the Metropolitan hotel, un­ 
der the name of the reunion of the 
Blueberry war. The occasion was the 
lynching of two half-breeds, who had 
murdered Mary McArthur. The half- 
breeds were hung to a limb of a pine 
tree in the streets of Brainerd which 
was then a frontier town. The In ­ 
dians threatened an uprising to avenge 
the death of the half-breed. 
The 
sheriff of Crow Wing county appealod 
to Gov. Austin for protection, and he 
ordered Companies A, B and D of the 
state guards to the rescue. 
The re­ 
union last night was gotten np fer 
the participants in the event, which 
happily resulted in no fighting. There 
was a goodly company gathered to 
participate in the reunion. The din­ 
ing room at the Metropolitan was 
decorated with flowers and plants, 
the First regiment flag and a stand of 
musketr used on the occasion. One 
or two of the gray uniforms used at 
that time also were exhibited. An 
appetising menu was served, while 
the ex-soldiers recounted incidents of 
the past twenty years or talked of the 
evtrnts of the war that was named, as 
Lieut. Cochran said, by the newspaper 
reporters. 
He said no Indians were 
seen by the guards, except a few 
squaws, who came into the town to 
sell blueberries. He regretted that 
he had not earned the right to wear 
the blue or the bronze button, but 
was proud of his experience ia the 
Blueberry war. 
He mentioned the 
scenes of camp life, and how he had 
to send orderlies to the dance houses 
io get enough men to stand guard, 
itid how the guard bouse was fre­ 
quently emptied by means of a key to 
die back door tbat one of the soldiers 
kept ready to release the men placed 
therein. "He spoke of tho tame skunk 
that was chained to a tent pole and of 
other incidents o? the camp. 
A num­ 
ber of pictures were exhibited, among 
them a photograph of the two half- 
breeds hangii.g to a pine treo in the 
street of Brainerd. 


Drowned WbUe Bathing. 


News was brought into the city on 
Monday morning that Jack Donahue 
had been drowned in Hubert lake on 
Sunday afternoon but that his body 
had not been recovered. 
Coroner 
Bam was requested to go to the scene 
by A. Lessard, for whom the victim 
had been working in a tie camp, and 
after several hours dragging his body 
was found at the bottom of the lake 
in about fifteen feet of water. An in­ 
quest was not necessary, and the body 
was brought into the city and buried. 
It seems that on Sunday afternoon 
Donahue told some of his fellow work­ 
men that he was going to the lake for 
a bath and solicited them to go along 
but owing to the extreme heat they 
declined and he went alone. As he 
did not return a search was made for 
him but nothing could be found ex­ 
cepting his clothing which was on a 
log near the water. He was 30 years 
of age, unmarried, and his relatives 
live somewhere in Michigan. 


The Deadly Gun. 


On Monday forenoon Matt. An­ 
drews, an 11-year old son of Mr. and 
Mis. James Andrews, fatally shot 
himself while handling a 22-calibre 
revolver. 
Medical assistance was im­ 
mediately called but an examination 
showed that the lad had a very slim 
chance of recovering from the wound 
which was in the abdomen, the ball 
having passed nearly through 
his 
body. 
Everything possible was done 
but he died at mne o’clock the same 
evening. The funeral was held yes­ 
terday morning from the Catholic 
church, Rev. x'ather Lynch officiating.

Somewhat of a sensation was caused 
here this morning by the announce­ 
ment that one of the leg-sorters at 
work on the river for the Pino Tree 
Lumber company had found the body 
of a boy in a badly decomposed con­ 
dition, in the water. A visit to the 
scene showed that the report was ex­ 
aggerated as all that had been found 
was a bunch of hair amd a bone which 
might bavo come from the arm of a 
boy.

Leopold Pepin, son of Paul Pepin, 
who was drowned in the Mississippi at
